SPRAY AGAINST INSECT 

Spray Kccnnimcndcd for Klea-lteolle 
Which Seems To He Working On 
(Irnpe Vines In This Section. 



In reply to many Inquiries about the 
bug which seems to be greatly damag- 
ing the grape vines In this section. 
County Agent George Kirk makes this 
statement: 

"The Insect which la doing so much 
datnnge to the grape vines In this vi- 
cinity appears to be the grape vine 
flea-beetle, and can be controlled by 
the application of a spray composed of 
arsenate of lead In water. The propor- 
tions are three pounds of arsenate of 
lead paste, or one and one-half pounds 
of powder to fifty gallons of water. 
"For a small number of vino* figure 

I one ounce of the lead paste to each 

' gallon of water or one-half ounce of 
the powdered arsenate to each gallon 

'as these proportions are almost exact. 

I mi not delay this spraying as ibis in- 
sect will seriously injure the grape 
vines. Both the arsenate of lead and 
.small hand sprays may be procured at 
the local stores at a small cost and If 
the Insect at work Is the grape vine 
flea-beetle this insect will soon ruin 
the entire grape crop."

Enlher Says Son Agreed To Keep lllm 
His Lifetime for Working on His 
Earm and That He Was Com. 
pellcd lo Loa»e. 

A most unusual suit was brought In 
the Mason Circuit Court this afternoon 
by Attorney M. J. Hennessey, of Au- 
gusta, representing Phillip Schlltz. of 
the Dover neighborhood, who Is suing 
his son. Mike Schlltz. for services ren- 
dered as a farm hand 

In his petition the plaintiff sets out 
that he Is the father of the defendant 
and that In 1915 they entered Into an 
agreement providing that If the plain- 
tiff would work on dcrendnnt's farm 
In this county the defendant would 
keep him and care for him the balance 
of his lifetime. Persuant to this agree- 
ment, the plaintiff says he went to 
■vork for the defendant and continual- 
ly worker for him every day from that 
time until May 1st. 1920. 

He states that the defendant, aftei 
lie plaint Iff had worked for him lor 
the time previously set out, approxi- 
mately four years, commenced to 
treat him unkindly and in various 
ways mistreated him until it was im- 
possible for him to continue to live 
with his son and he was compelled to 
leave on account of this mistreatment.

KENTM FARMER KILLS 
TWO IN FIGHT FOR CHILD 

Young Wife and Slster-ln-I.an Slain 
By Sherman Hammonds Who Then 
Takes Ills Own Life. 

Dawson Springs, Ky., May 3. — De- 
spondency over domestic troubles and 
the belief that he was about to lose 
the custody of his four-year-old daugh- 
ter are supi>os<»d to have been the 
motives for a triple tragedy hero Sun- 
day, when Sherman Hammonds, 63 
years old shot and killed his wife, 
Mrs. Nora Hammonds, 23 years old; 
his sister-in-law, Mrs. John Ham- 
monds, 25 years old, and then turned 
the revolver upon himself and sent a 
bullet crashing through his brain. 
Hammonds formerly lived near Hop- 
kinsvllle. He was a wealthy fanner 
and stockman. 

The tragedy took place at the home 
of John Hammonds, brother of the 
crazed man, where Mrs. Nora Ham- 
monds had been staying Blnce differ- 
ences arose between herself and hus- 
band months ago. Hammonds had been 
brooding over his trouble, friends said, 
and asserted he would kill himself nnd 
his daughter before giving her up to 
his wife on the court's order. He re- 
marked repeatedly, it was said, that 
"none of us will go before the Court." 

The hearing of Mrs. Hammond's suit 
for separation was scheduled for next 
Tuesday.

The Memorial oommltteo of the 
Woman's Club regrets exceedingly to 

say that they have found It Impoaslble 
within the specified time, to bring to 
a ■uccesfu! conclusion the campaign 
for TundB for n Memorial Hall, begun 
with such bright anticipations a few 
weeka ago. There are several reasons 
for this, but two seem to stand oui 
with special distinctness: 

First. A difference of opinion as to 
the best form of memorial; 

Second. Inability to sccuree solic- 
iting committees In the county, owing 
to condition of roads and telephone 
service. 

The Memorial committee of the 
Woman's Club conducted a publicity 
campaign for a month, In which tho 
newspapers were most geneorus of 
i heir spneee. 

They have visited many lenders of 1 
thought and opinion In both city nnd 
county nnd written to others. They I 
have spent many weary dnys on the 
telephone endeavoring to organize 
committees for a thorough canvass of . 
every precinct, with almost no results, j 

They have met with much encour- 
agement und some generous responses, I 
hut not the co-opcratlon and assist- 
ance necessary to a successful cam- 
paign for the funds reequlred. DottM- 
less, there wore ninny who were ready 
and willing to give, but without solicit- 
ing committees they could not be 
reached. Our soliciting committees in 
the city reported a partial success In 
the partial canvass which was made In 
four wards. 

The causes for this uppearlng to be 
conflicting opinions floating around, 
chief of which was probably a desire 
among some persons for a hospital. 
The committee said they were also f- 
ten met with "the boys don't want It." 

As the only recognized way of reach- 
ing a body of men Is through their or- 
ganization, nnd their organization, the 
American Leeglon, ha dnt three differ- 
ent times stated In all the dally papers 
that they did want the Ceontral Pres- 
byterlan church building to be con- 
verted into a Memorial Hall for their 
dead comrades, and as a meeting place 
for the American Legion, and also be- 
cause of the fact that they have held 
an option on It for months, tills, and

The question was also raised as to 
"how It was to be kept up." Since sev- 
eral organizations, lodges, etc.. are 
maintaining comfortable and even lux- 
urious quarters In buildings whlHi 
they either own or rent, that was a 
question which should have been left 
for tho legion to solve, as It wan one 
ubout which they had no doubt, once 
they were In possession of a building 
of as many resources as the one pro- 
posed, and especially as the legion 
numbers among Its members many of 
our most successful young business 
men whoso Judgment colud be safely 
trusted. 

However, for all these reasons, so- 
liciting was suspended for a few days 
to give public opinion time to clarify 
and inform itself. The Idea still seem- 
ing to be too new to bo clearly under- 
stood, soliciting waB finally slopped al- 
together, the committee not wishing 
to burden itself with a still larger but 
yet Inadequate subscription list. 

Tbe Memorial coin ml tee expected 
the united support and atelsttance of 
all good citizens and 100 per cent 
Americans In this effort, and very re- 
luctantly relinquishes it, but it hopet 
that much good may yeet come out of 
It, and Hint some stronger hands may 
bo found ready to ttake hV up where 
they arc compelled to lay It down and 
that some of our farslghtoed men may 
renllze what these forward looking and 
patriotic young men of the American 
legion mean to our country at this
